Sharp Criticism Levelled 
' At Dieppe Raid Planning 


(From BUP and CP Dispatches) 

LONDON Severe criticism 
of the planning of the ill - fated 
Dieppe Raid of Aug. 18, 1942, in 
which hundreds of Canadians 
were killed, was contained today 
in an official history of Second 
World War 

The book. the secon 
of “The War at Sea (1939-1945).” 
by Capt. S. W. Roskill, DSC, RN 
said the plan to attack Dieppe 
had three serious defects

Construction of the $10,000,- 
000 first stage of a projected 
three-part development by the 
B.C. Power Commission on the 
Somass River system of Central 
Vancouver Island is expected to 
get underway this spring, fol- 
lowing cabinet approval today. 

The cabinet authorized the 
commission to proceed with con- 
struction of a dam on the Ash 
River and 35,000 - horsepower 
plant at Great Central Lake. 

The new power is scheduled 
to be flowing into the Vancou- 
ver Island system by the. fall 
of 1958. 

Plans have been drawn up by 
the commission for dams on 
the Ash, Sproat and Stamp

In the face of this protest trom On- 
tarto, the Federal Government suddenly 
stopped issuing visas to the tong queues 
of Hungarians in Vienna. The first news 
of this policy reversal came from Vienna, 
not Ottawa 

The Federal Government does not 
deny that the door has been closed. It 
says only that Canada has done enough 
to relieve the Hungarian tragedy. Now, 
apparently, it is up to other rations to 
take the remainder of the refugees Es 
pecially it is the duty of the United 
States which only recently agreed to ex 
tend its quota beyond 21,500 

The fact is that we have never 
stopped issuing visas to Hungarians at 
our officetin Vienna. As 1] explained in 


that those who came to Austria earliest 
and who have remained in the camps 
instead of cluttering up Vienna, should 
have-an equal opportunity of coming to 
Canada 

At the time I returned from Europe, 
I had made definite arrangements for 
the issue of visas to 10,000 Hungarians 
who would arrive in Canada before the 
end of January. ¢ 

Since my returp, I have authorized 
the issue of visas and arranged for trans- 
port for between 3,000 and 4,000 more, 
who will arrive in late January or 
throughout February, and I have just 
today instructed my Department to make 
arrangements for the transport of 2,000 
more to .Canada..during..March. 

In addition to these, I made arrange- 
ments while in Europe to have 2,000 


- Hungarians held in Holland, 3,000 in 


France and 5,000_in the Unitei Kingdom 
until spring, when they will start to 
move to Canada It is, moreover, the 
intention of the Government to go on 
taking Hungarian refugees from Austria 
throughout the spring in accoreance with 
our capacity to deal with them here in 
Canada 

We have arranged to take far larger 
numbers than any other country, though 
I still hope and expect the United States 
will eventually take more than we do 
and, in terms of money to be spent on 
any proportionate basis, there is no ques- 
tion that, so far, we are doing a good 
deal mere than any other country 

In the face of these facts, the edi- 
torial in the Victoria Times is utterly 
incomprehensible to me, particularly ap- 
pearing as it does in a newspaper I had 
always regarded as Very ‘friendly and 
more than usually accurate

The one up 
heaval touched the vital interests of the 
Soviet Union, the other the vital interests 
of Western Europe and the Western 
world 


Test in Poland 


The East European upheaval, which 
reached a climax in the Hungarian re 
bellion, threatened the whole pesition of 
the’ Soviet Union in ‘Europe, Seen from 
Moscow, it-threatened to create, as the 
saying goes, a vacuum of power which 
would probably be filled by anti-Russian 
governments. In the face of this very 
real threat, the Soviet government, with 
its military chieftains setting the pace, 
reversed the liberating policy of anti- 
Stalinism. It crushed the Hungarian re- 
bellion, and asserted its overriding 
authority in the whole area. A measure 
of its success is the Polish election last 
week where the defence 92! Poland 
against the Hungarian treatment was be- 
lieved to depend upon proving to the Rus- 
sians that Poland is both Communist 
and loya| to the Soviet Union 

In this East European -visis there 
was’ submerged, perhaps for some time 
to come, the hope of an accommodation 
between the Soviet Union and the West. 
For that. hope rested on the possibility 
that Russia would accept’ gererally all 
over Eastern Europe some variaht of 
the neutralism which prevails in Aus- 
tria, Finland and Yugoslavia. The Hun- 
Rarian Crisis” Seems to have” Convinced 
the Kremlin that if in Eastern Europe 


might turn against the West. Ihe Eisen 
hower Doctrine is an effort tu reassert, 
not Western authority which is gone, 
but a modicum of Western influence 
‘Though Britain and France made a 
clumsy try, the West has sot done in 
the Middle East what the Russians have 
done in Eastern Europe. The West has 
not reasserted its authority by force..The 
Eisenhower Doctrine is merely an asser- 
tion of the American presence in the 
Middle East, and an attempt (> do some- 
thing with the Arab states by a mixture 
of prestige, persuasion and inducements. 

During the autumn crises the Sovict 
Union was able to isolate and insulate 
Eastern Europe against any form of out- 
side intervention. The UN has been im- 
potent, and its impatence has been ad- 
vertised to the world by the noise of its 
many resounding resolutions. The Middle 
East, on the contrary, has not been iso- 
lated and insulated. The great fact about 
the Middle East is that Russia, with 
strong support in the United Nations, 
is able to move actively to counteract 
the efforts which the President means to 
make to maintain Western influence in 
the area 


Neutralism 


There is no use underestimating the 
diplomatic force of the warning against 
allowing bases for’ nuclear weapons, 
which was issued in Moscow this week. 
This warning is addressed to the key 
countries in the great semi-circle which 
extends from Japan and Okinawa 
through Iran and Turkey to Western 
Europe. The warning consists of a re 
minder to these exposed countries that 
in case of war, unless they are military 
neutrals, they will be defenceless targets 
for Soviet missiles. This is a powerful 
argument for neutralism, and it.is not 
easy to see how the administretion pro. 
poses to deal with that argument. 

Yet it is no exaggeration to say that 
the issue of neutralism is the paramount 
issue in the whole world that lies close 
to the Soviet Union

We all get bored with the 
same food day after day. What 
we enjoy most is a helping of 
this and a helping of that. Now- 
adays we have a splendid excuse 
to eat a varied diet of as many 
different foods as possible. This 
came about with the discovery 
of vitamins within the past 50 
years. Vitamins are complex 
chemicals that the body needs 
to put the food we eat to proper 
use. Only a small amount of 
baking powder is added to a 
cake recipe. But without it we 
get a solid mass of indigestible 
dough. Onlv small amounts of 
vitamins are needed with our 
foods. But without them the 
body cannot put those foods to 
proper use. 

Lucky for us, vitamins are 
scattered throughout most of 
the good foods we like to eat 
Some moods seem to specialize 
in one vitamin, some in another 
Some are rich in several. All 
but one of the known vitamins 
are made originally by plants. 
We eat them along with fruits, 
vegetables and salads and we 
get them from the meat, milk 


~ and eggs given to us by animals 


who have fed on and 
fodder. Most vitamins are fra 
vile and tend to lose their use 
fulness as foods go stale.

Crayfish are nocturnal. The 
best way to hunt them is by 
night when they can be easily 
captured by placing a net be- 
hind them and poking them in 
front with a stick. They usual- 
ly react by dashing backward 
into the bottom of the net. By 
day they hide beneath boulders, 
rocks and stones from which re- 
treat they can be tempted by 
meat or a piece of string. On

Grayfish range in size from 
midgets less than half an inch 
long to grand-daddies that may 
stretch eight inches from tip to 
tip. As with other crustacea 
they shed the shell at intervals, 
growing a new and larger one 
each time, and this ptocess poses 
a problem. 

Nearly all crayfishes carry a 
load of “free-riders” on the in- 
side surfaces of the pincers.

similar crustaceans depend for 
their sense of equilibrium upon 
sand grains which occupy a 
sensory pit at the base of the 
feelers. When the animal is in 
the normal position the grains 
of sand rest on the floor of the 
pit and their pressure at that 
point tells the animal it is right 
side up. Tilting the body causes 
the sand grains to shift; the 
crustacean then changes its 
angle to restore the correct 
stimulus thus righting itself 
again When the crustacean 
sheds its ‘shell the old sense 
organ is lost and the new one 
has to be supplied with sand 
grains before it functions prop-' 
erly. In the experiment under 
discussion the investigator con- 
fined a newly-moulted crayfish 
in a tank containing no grains 
of sand but iron filings, some of 
which soon found their way into 
the sense organ. Then when a 
magnet was placed over the 
crayfish it immediately flopped 
over on 
sensory pit signalled it to do so! 
If you are interested you 
might try another type of ex- 
periment with crayfish. Grasp 
a crayfish behind the head well 
clear of the pincers and stand 
the animal on its “nose” with 
the two pincers folded back. 
The nose (ie, the spine be 
tween the eyes) and the two 
pincers form a triangular sup- 
port; if. the animal is held in 
this position for a few seconds 
until its struggles cease it will 
remain at this ludicrous angle 
with its tail pointing up in the 
air for several minutes as if 
hypnotized. There seems to be, 
no logical explanation for this 
strange béhavior; perhaps the 
animal is smart in acting so re- 
signedly in what must be a 
most humiliating position!

IN OFFICIAL WAR HISTORY 


Sharp Criticism Levelled | 
At Dieppe Raid Planning | 


(From BUP and CP Dispatches) 

LONDON — Severe criticism 
of the planning of the ill-fated 
Dieppe Raid of Aug. 18, 1942, in 
which hundreds of Canadians 
were killed, was contained today 
in an official history of Second 
World War. 

The book, the second volume 
of “The War at Sea (1939-1945),” 
by Capt. S. W. Roskill, DSC, RN 
said the plan to attack Dieppe 
had three serious defects: 

1. “The

Sharp Criticism Levelled 


At Dieppe Raid Planning | 


(From BUP and CP Dispatches) 

LONDON — Severe criticism 
of the planning of the ill- fated 
Dieppe Raid of Aug.-18, 1942, in 
which hundreds of Canadians 
were killed, was contained today 
in an officia] history of Second 
World War. 

The book, the second volume 
of “The War at Sea (1939-1945) ," 
by Capt. S. W. Roskill, DSC, RN, 
said the plan to attack Dieppe 
had three serious defects: 

1, “The excessive reliance 
Placed on surprise, in candi 
tions where complete surprise 
was unlikely to be achieved. 

2. “The weight and strength 
of supporting fire—both close 
and distant—was nothing gike 


adequate to deal with defence of 
such power and density, 

3. “Fhe plan was extremely 
complicated, and military plan- 
ning was overly-rigid.” 

Roskill noted that this latter 
fault was usually attributed to 
the Germans. He said the Ger- 
mans were surprised the Allies 
didn’t use air-borne forces to 
knock out key points ashore, 
and that operational orders were 
so rigid in their details 

“There is a certain irony in 
this German criticism of British 
inflexibility in planning; for we 
are inclined to consider such 
faults essentially Teutonic,” said 
Roskill

part, 3,363 (nearly 70 per cent)
